UNIVERSITY FIELD, PRINCETON, 
N. J., Nov. 8.—Under weather conditions 
that were not the best, Harvard and 
Frinceton met this afternoon in their 
ennual football battle. Rain fell several 
times during the forenoon and at 1 p. 
m., after the straw was removed from 
the gridiron, there was another heavy 
shower. The downpour was soon over 
and things brightened up. 

Harvard was the favorite as the teams 
lined Wp for the fray. Princeton coaches 
expected to resort to much open play to 
gain ground against Harvard’s superior 
line work. ; . 

The Harvard sguad, 40 men, came on 
the field at 1:15 o’clock for a little prac- 
tice to test out the field. 

The first real cheer of the afternoon 
came when the Princeton team ran on 
the field from the southeast entrance of 
the grounds. As they trotted across the 
gridiron the sun broke through the 
clouds and there was another cheer. 

The Tigers looked fit for the contest, 
running through their formations with 
precision. Two minutes later the big 
Hervard squad came through the same 
entrance and were vociferously greeted 
by the Crimson supporters. 

Glyck Returns Kickoff 30 Yards 

Princeton won the toss and elected to 
defend the north goal. Harvard took 
the kick-off. There were many empty 
seats in the stands, due to threatening 
weather.

He denied knowing. anything 
of the business of the ‘Clairvoyant 
Trust,”” but in his room at the Planters 
Hotel the detectives say they found a 
telegram written partly in the code of 
the “‘trust,”’ which was explained in the 
Post-Dispatch Friday. ‘ 

Taken Back to Chi¢ago. 

While he was registered as Haines 
at the Planters, he gave the namé of 
Ross at headquarters. He was in- 
duced to sign a waiver of extradi- 
tion, and was taken to Chicago on a 
train leaving Union Station. at 1. p. 
m., without having been locked up. 

The telegram found in Haines’ room 
was signed “Edward Knabel” of De- 
troit, and read: “The Dr. Friedmann 
sleuths have captured Lipton at Wat- 
erloo, and at Crawford. No 
chance. Proceeding for South Amer- 
ica by way of New Orleans.” 

“Dr. Friedmann,’ in the code means, 


according to the police, the State’s 
Attorney. ‘“‘Waterloo” means Colum- 


bus, O., where one of the arrests in 


the case has been made. “Crawford” 
is Boston. 


The Chicago men who took charge of 
him were Special Officer Lynch, Ed- 
ward J. Fleming and M. A. Flanagan, 
head of the Thiel Detective Agency in 
Chicago. Detective Sergeants McKenna 
and Stevenson of St. Louis co-operated 
with’thern*find dia mdst of the pugi- 
listic work incident to the arrest.

Infofmation had been obtained by the 
Chicago men that Haines would appear 
at the telegraph office at noon to ask 
for a message.

not notice them until he got inside. 
Then he saw Lynch and Flanagan, 
whom he knew, and walked away from 
therg toward McKenna, who seized: him, 
telling him he was under drrest. 

“Not me,” the man growled. ‘‘I’ll not 
eat out cf your hand.”” And as Steven- 
son Closed in on him he began striking 
at both men.

Governor nes He F Has No Right 
to Interfere in Discipline 
of Penitentiary. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8.—For the 
twentieth day,..Steve Willis, the St. 
isan serving five years for burglary, 


was strung up in the “rings” in a pun- 
ishment cell at the penitentiary this 
morning, in an effort by the prison offi- 
cials.to make him tell where he got 
the intoxicants and morphine fund in 
his cell. He insists-he discovered them 
‘under a board and that he has no idea 
how they came there. 
Warden McClung says that Willis will 
go back into the Fi og until he con- 
fesses, 
“Dr. McCutchen will examine him 
daily, as he has been doing, so that his 
héaith will not be impaired by the pun- 
ishment,’’. the -Warden said. 

Major Not to Interfere. 
Gov. Major declined to comment upon 
the case further than to say: 
"Tl have nothing whatever to do with 
the methods of obtaining discipline at 
the penitentiary. I do appoint the War- 
den, but the institution, including the 
Warden, is under the direct supervision 
of the Board of Prison Inspectors. I 
have neither voice’ in the managenient 
or in the character and degree of pun- 
ishment inflicted.” 
The law gives to the Board of 
Prison ‘Inspectors power to prescribe 
the mode of discipline and the meth- 
ods of punishment. No method of 
punishment may be used unless ap- 
proved by the board. The Board of 
Prison Inspectors announced it would 
not interfere with the punishment of 
Willis so long as there is,no appar- 
ent-injury to the health of the con- 
vict. 
“We advised the Warden to have 
Willis examined dally by. the prison 
physician, and that ‘he be taken down 
at the first sign of functional trou- 
ble,” said Treasurer Deal. “So long 
as his health is unimpaired we feel 
that it would not be proper for ts 
to interfere. 

Barker Agrees With Deal. 
Attorney-General: Barker, another 
member of the Prison Board, agreed 
‘with Deal in the statement that in 
the interest of discipline it would 
‘be best not to interfere. The mem-

MATINEE CONCERT 


Enhanced Discipline Shown by 
Zach in Season’s Opening 
Performance. 


SOLOIST 


DE TREVILLE 


First Place on Program Given 
to Music in Memory of 
Adolphus Busch. 


An enhanced discipline and an enthu- 
siasm which did not flag even when the 
most ungrateful passages were to be at- 
tacked, were the conspicuous character- 
istics of Director Max Zach’s firm au- 
thority over his musicians at the sea- 


phony Orchestra Friday afternoon, at 
the Odeon. The program ranged from 
such widely distinctive composers as 
Handel‘and Wagner, Beethoven and Ver- 
ci, Sibelius and Brahms. The soloist was 
the beautiful American soprano, Yvonne 
de Treville. 

In the eerie symphonic poem, “En 
‘Saga,”’ by Jean Sibelius, all the gro- 
‘tesque resources of the orchestra were 
exhausted.. At the beginning .the vio- 


shivering, as if the music had caught a 
chill in*its native Finland. The horns 
joined with a formidable blat-blat of 
brass and the wood winds pecked at the 
theme with staccato notes. The somber 
violas sang a grewsome solo. Dissonance 
crashed against dissonance, and across 
the fray a barbarous, hobgoblin folk- 
tune occasionally roared its way. The 
cymbals at unexpectéd mements gave 
forth a’ terrific whang. At last the noise 
dolefully expired with a long-drawn buz- 
zing snore of the bassoon. 
‘Rustic Wedding in Music. 

The musicians played this fantastic 
composition with the same verve and 
gusto as if they had been interpreting a 
symphony by Mozart. 

Beethoven's Seventh Symphony, some- 
times nicknamed ‘“‘the Romantic,” as 
performed by the orchestra, showed the 
composer in a different mood: from the 
fire and passion of his heroic and C- 
Minor symphonies. According to Ber- 
lioz, the music is intended to describe a 
rustic wedding in four movements—the 
arrival of the. villagers, the wedding 
march, a dance of the peasants and their 
revelry. 

The famous second movement, the 
wedding march, proved to be of en- 
rapturing loveliness. It has long 
been one of the most popular of Bee- 
thoven’s compositions, and was the 
first of all the movements of the sym- 
phony to gain public recognition. 

The fourth section, the allegro con 
brio, supposed to represent the wed- 
ding feast, was played with proper 
boisterousness, but lacked the bucolic 
outbursts: of mirth which some in- 
terpreters have found in the music. 

Soloist Bothered by Cold. 

Miss de Treville was so unfortu- 
nate as to be in poor voice, owing to 
a severe cold. In the recitative and 
“L’ Allegro e il Pensieroso,” her thrill- 
ing notes rasped. John Kilburz, first 
flutist of the orchestra, played the 
obligato with admirable, artistry. 

In her second ‘number, the. aria 
“Care Nome” from “Rigoletto,” the 
soloist’s voice grew warmer and more 
She sang her encore, a cou- 
‘Masked Ball,” with 
an archness and coquetry which 
pointed to gifts for comic opera. 
Miss de Treville is a protege of Mrs. 
William N. McMillan of St. Louls. 

In ‘Busch’s Memory.

T has been a long time since a novel 
came from the pen of Thomas Har- 
dy, but, thougtf this great, overshad- 
owing figure in the world of letters 
apparently has ceased to create, he is 
entertaining himself, doubtless profit- 
ably, by collecting the work of his more 
active years and arranging it for pub- 
lication exactly as he wishes it to oe 
left to the world after he is gone.

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ALFRED RUSSELL WALLACE. 

On the very day on which the Post-Dispatch 
had a reference to him as the greatest among 
“living” British scientists, Alfred Russell Wal- 
lace took his place among the company of the 
world’s great scientists who have passed from 
life. 

“T never saw a more striking coincidence,” 
wrote Darwin on the day in June, 1858, when he 
received: an essay, sent by Wallace from the 
Malays for his criticism, on the progressive va- 
riation in species. Each working along the same 
lined, though entirely independent, had reached 
an identical conclusion in the great law of nat- 
ural selection. Curiously the suggestion was fur- 
nished to each by Malthus’ much-abused work on 
population. Whereas, however, the perusal that 
gave the idea to Darwin was as far back as 1838 
and he spent 21 years elaborating the thesis, 
Wallace's perusal was in 1858 and he wrote in 
three days the essay Darwin confessed had’ fore- 
stalled him. 

Wallace can never be dissociated from the 
great principle for whose exposition Darwin as- 
sembled his overpowering mass of data and to 
which he gave his name. After the appearance 
of Darwin’s “Origin of Species’ in 1859, Wallace 
devoted yeats to defining and elucidating the 
scope of the new law. He differed from Darwin 
in assigning an important part in the descent of 
man to those spiritual forces to which he 
gave impressive recognition tn his essay of re- 
cent date on eugenics. 

His contributions to biology were monumental. 
A formidable controversialist, he supplied the 
anti-vaccinationists with their most damaging 
weapons. He forestalled Henry George by sev- 
eral years in his essay on “State Ownership of 
Land.” His was one of the profound minds of 
his age.
